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Dogs ordered Bridge bids put on fast track 
out of town 
after attack

Two rottweilers have been per- 
manently banned from Wilmington 
Monday as a result of an attack last 
week and evidence that the dogs 
often roamed free and "terrorized" 
the Roberts Road neighborhood. 

The dogs, a male and female, 
belong to Jeff Dindo and his fiance 
Lisa Nott, who live with Jeff's 
brothers Chris and Scot on Roberts 
Road. 

Animal Control Officer Ellen 
Davis and about 25 neighbors 
attended a public hearing 
conducted by the Wilmington 
Board of Health Monday to testify 
about the incident and other 
instances of aggressive behavior. 

Roberts Road resident Ed 
Boucher told the board he had been 
subjected to attacks from both 
animals, once on June 29 and once 
on July 9, During the latter 
incident Boucher said he was 
"severely mauled" by the male and 
required 20 stitches in his left arm. 
Boucher presented written testi- 
mony from several witnesses. He 
also urged the board to euthanize 
the dogs to prevent such incidents 
in the future, either in Wilmington 
or in another community. 

“Davis, too, recommended. the 
animals be put to sleep. She said she 
had the male quarantined afteg the 
first attack. The male was loose at 
the time of the second attack 

They are currently impounded in 
the Stoneham Animal Hospital. 
Davis told the board after the July 
9 incident, she picked up the dogs 
but needed help from the owners to 
get the animals out’of the car and 
into'the pound. 

Davis said when dogs which are 
guard dog trained, like the two 
rottweilers, run together, they 
exhibit a "gang mentality.” 

"They will attack anything," 
Davis said. _ 

Jeff Dindo refuted Davis’ state- 
ment saying the dogs were 
"protection trained" and not 
trained to attack another person. 
He said in the past there had been a 
lot line dispute with the victim and 
both sides had engaged in verbal 
arguments in the dogs’ presence. 
Both Dindo and his fiance claimed 
when the dogs charged at Boucher 
they were only protecting the 
brothers. Witnesses disputed this, 
saying the attack took place on 
Boucher's property and the bro- 
thers weren't nearby. Boucher's 
daughter Jennifer added that both 
attacks on her father were 
unprovoked. 

Nott testified that she had owned 
her dog for three years and there 
had been no incidents in New 
Hampshire where she had lived 


formerly. 

"The dogs sensed he (Boucher) 
was a problem. They haven't 
bothered anyone else,” she said. 

Evidence to the contrary was 
presented as several neighbors 
came forward to tell of the fear and 
“intimidation” they felt whenever 
the dogs broke loose and roamed 
the-area. A few claimed the animals 
charged after members of their 
families. 

"I don't think we should have to 
live like that," said one resident. 

"There is a demonstrated lack of 
ability by this family to control 
their dogs," said Peter Bromley, 
who said the animals chased his ten 
year old son. 

Todd Dennis, also of Roberts 
Road, testified that the police had 
been called when the male dog 
approached and nipped his hand 
when he was playing ball. 

Chris Dindo struck a conciliatory 
note and, at the same time, pleaded 
with the board to let the dogs live. 

"I feel terrible the neighborhood 
is in fear..They (dogs) made a 
mistake. We regret that,” he said. 

Simon Cutter, attorney for Dindo 
told members his client had already 
made:plans to remove his dog 
permanently from Wilmington and 
return him to his trainer at Tilton 
Canine in New Hampshire. An 
emotional Nott said her dog would 
be removed to Norwell, Massa- 


chusetts, even though the only’ 


charges she felt could be made 
against. her. was -gwilt--by 
association. 

The ‘owners’ decision to remove 
the animals paralled advice given 
to the board of health by Town 
Counsel Alan Altman. Altman had 
suggested if euthanasia is con- 
sidered appropriate in this case, the 
owners be given a choice to 
remove the dogs permanently. 

In their decision, the béard gave 
Dindo and Nott 30 days to relocate 
the animals or risk having them 
destroyed. In an effort to prevent 
future problems, Davis and others 
were adament that the trainer and 
the Norwell Board of Health and 
dog officer be notified of the dogs’ 
history in Wilmington. Members 
said they would’ ‘need a letter 
confirming the dogs would be 
welcome in their new homes. The 
board also required that the 
animals remain in the dog pound 
and the owners pay the $10 a day 
fee to keep the rottweilers locked 
up. 
Board Chairman Dr. Jim 
Ficociello did not take part in the 
discussion or vote because he knew 
some of the parties involved. 
Health Director Greg Erickson 
acted as hearing officer. 


Board to get tough 
with tough dogs?

As a result of Monday's hearing 
on dog attack on Roberts Road, the 
Wilmington Board of Health is 
seeking to tighten its leash law and 
its policy on aggressive dogs. 
Under the present policy, the 
board can't take any action until a 
dog actually bites its victim. Then 
the owner is issued a $50 fine. 
When unleashed dogs are picked up 
by the dog officer, the board can 
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charge a $10 fine for a first offense 
and a $25 fine for a second 
violation. Vicious dogs are made to 
wear an orange collar as a warning 
to residents. Aggressive animals 
that can't be caught can be shot. 

After brief discussion Monday, 
the board agreed to take the issue 
under advisement and bring it up 
again as an agenda item during a 
future meeting. 
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Signs announcing the closing of the Burlington 
Avenue bridge were put up on Thursday morning 
by state DPW workers. The bridge was declared 
unsafe after an inspection on Wednesday.

Plan presented for 
removal of tanks

Representatives of ICI Resins of 
Wilmington. presented their plans 
for removal of nine underground 


storage tanks and remediation ~ 


work on a contaminated area of 
their Main Street property to the 
Conservation Commission last 
Wednesday. The tanks had been 
installed in 1966. Five years ago 
the decision was made to phase out 
the tanks and build a new tank farm 
and storage facility for the tanks. 

While commissioners seemed im- 
pressed with the tank closure plan, 
they asked for more documentation 
on the remediation process and 
asked the company to separate the 
projects and give them time to 
digest the information. ‘The hear- 
ing was continued and a site visit 
was set for July 17. 

ICI Resins had originally filed 
with the board to allow them to 
construct a sewer connector to the 
town sewer through wetlands and 
the buffer zone. Shortly after, one 
board member discovered some 
chemicals had contaminated part of 
the company property near the 
railroad wacks. The remediation 
plan was developed to handle the 
removal of the contaminated soil. 

William Blagborough, engineer- 
ing manager with ICI, and Alan 
Hanscom, an engineer with SEA 


Consultants, appeared before 
members Wednesday to fill them in 
on their plans. They said the tanks 
would be taken out of the ground 
individually, stripped, and stored 
temporarily -on flatbed trailers 
before being shipped out within 24 
hours. Hanscom explained each 
hole would be backfilled indi- 
vidually and any contaminated soil 
would be remediated right in the 
hole rather than taken away. 
Hanscom told the board a vacuum 
extraction system would be used to 
remediate the area that's already 
contaminated. Under this system, 
wells are sunk and air is drawn 
through contaminated soil after- 
which it's removed, One of the 
first activities undertaken, he said, 
would be to pump the groundwater 
down. Then the area would be 
covered with a two to three inch 
layer of sand in order to operate 
the vacuum system. According to’ 
the engineer, it could take up-to 
two years to remediate the area 
though he hopes to reduce that 
timeframe to one year. He added 
volatiles and the air quality would 
be monitored on a daily basis. 
Blagborough said the company 
has no plans to use the section of 
land which had been contaminated, 
at least not for the next five years. 


Youth charged with rape 


A Reading youth who had been 
living in Wilmington is charged 
with a rape that took place in the 
King Street area last week. 

Insp. Mike Celata and Jim Peter- 
son arrested Philip H. Miller, 19, 
of 27 Berkeley St., Reading on 
Wednesday and charged him with 
rape, indecent assault and battery 
and burglary. Miller had been 
living at 8 King St., Wilmington. 

The incident took place in a home 
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near King Street at 1 a.m. on July 
10. A woman reported to police 
that she had been in her living 
room, reading, when a man 
entered the house through the rear 
door, raped her and stole her 
pocketbook. 

Acting on a tip, police recovered 
a pair of sneakers from a trash 
barrel at a Tewksbury shopping 
eenter. The sneakers matched the 
footprints at the scene, 
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State officials are hoping to 
speed the repairs to the Burlington 
Avenue bridge in Wilmington 
Center.

Grace called the Secretary 
of Administration and Finance Ed 
Lashman and set that procedure in 
motion. DPW Commissioner Jane 
Garvey was not immediately 
available, so Grace contacted her 
boss, Sec. of Transportation Fred 
Salvucci. 

By the time the bridge was

closed at 10 a.m. Thursday, it had 
been declared an emergency. That 
status allows officials to solicit 
bids by phone from three or four 
contractors, and to proceed 
without a formal bidding process. 
This streamlining, it is hoped, will 
speed the job by at least a month, 
maybe two. 

At a meeting at the bridge on 
Thursday morning, Rep. Jim 
Miceli asked if the re-opening of 
the bridge could be speeded by use 
of a temporary siructure. DPW 
District Engineeer Peter Donohue 
said that he doubted if one were 
available. 

As it now stands, the bridge will 
be closed until November or 
December. Local traffic is being 
detoured to the Route 129 bridge, 
Aldrich Road and Boutwell Sweet, 
or the Butters Row . bridge. 
Through traffic on Route 62 can 
be detoured via Route 38 to Route 
128 and 3A in Burlington.

We should start with our kids by 
introducing them early to Mother 
Nature. Since kids have a natural 
curiosity and love playing in 
woods, water and mud they can 
easily appreciate and respect our 
earth, Their innocent sense of right 
and wrong causes them to be 
indignant to abuses of nature. 

Schools can play a major role in 
environmental education, In 
Vermont, for example, a statewide 
program to*teach students about 
solid waste has finished its first 
year. The program focused on 
recycling and included grades one 


sent to municipal libraries. It is 
hoped that docal school 
departments will use the material 
and incorporate it into existing 
science courses. 

Universities are also integrating 
environmental issues into their 
general academic programs. An 
economics major, for example, 
will study how disposal of a 
company's waste or air-emission 
regulations can effect the balance 
sheet. The advantages of recycling 
may lead a mechanical engincering 
student to alter his design of a 
manufacturing plant's layout. Since 
college students will be soon 
working in the real .world, they 
need to understand the 
environmental impact of their 
decisions. 

So how do those of us who are out 
of school -increase our 
environmental I.Q.? First of all, 


bookstores contain many books on 
the environment. Here are a few - 
The Green Consumer and 50 
Simple Things You Can Do to Save 
the Earth. Local and national 
television stations carry 
environmental programs on a 
regular basis. Newspapers, 
including the Town Crier, are also 
a good source of information. 

For the more active, there are 
civic activities where you can learn 
about a problem up close. A good 
example is the Adopt a Stream 
Program, which recently began a 
cleanup of Lubbers Brook. The 
Wilmington Recycling Advisory 
Committee has made great strides 
in educating the town about solid 
waste issues. The next time you are 
in the Town Hall, pick up, some of 
their literature. Both groups would 
welcome volunteers.

In all likelihood this will tum out 
to be the hottest week of the 
summer. How come I didn't 
arrange to be on vacation? Poor 
planning. 

Under these super stressful 
gardening conditions, it might be 
useful to go over some important 
"dos" and don'ts." First the 
“don'ts.” 

The garden should never be 
watered during the-heat of the day, 
or in the evening. Reasons are that 
too much moisture will evaporate 
and be wasted if applied at midday, 
and watering in the evening, which 
leaves the plants wet overnight, 
encourages the onset and spread of 
diseases. The very best time to 
water is between 6:30 a.m. and 9 
a.m, i 

Don't forget to check all of your 
vegetables, especially tomatoes, for 
evidence of diseases. This should 
be done every other day through 
July and August. At the first sign of 
wilt, viruses or mildews, apply an 
all purpose fungicide using a 
compressed air pump sprayer. 
Ortho's All Purpose Garden 
Fungicide is excellent. I have 
received some reports of fusarium 
wilt on tomatoes in afea gardens. 
Visual signs include a yellowing of 
the lower leaves which moves 
upward as the disease progresses. 
Several of my plants showed signs 
of fusarium last summer, and I was

applications of fungicide, three 
days apart, during late July and 
into August. 

Don't forget that the Japanese 
beetle season is upon us. I saw my 
first one on a marigold plant on 
July 9. Bag a Bug lure traps are the 
best non spray method I know of to 
help keep their numbers under 
control. For a very severe infesta- 
tion of Jap beetles, a thorough 
spraying with Sevin late in the 
evening is highly effective. 

Here are some "dos." 

Spend at least an hour or so each 
week tidying up the garden, 
Nothing erodes a gardener's 
enthusiasm as quickly as that semi ~ 
abandoned look which many 
gardens take on late in July. Yank 
the weeds which have poked 
through the mulch and pull and 
destroy or compost spent plants.in 
preparation for late plantings of 
green beans, beets and carrots. 

Pinch off old blossoms of 
petunias, marigolds and geran- 
iums. The energy the plants would 
gtherwise use to make seed will be 
used in the formation of new 
flowers. 

Deep soak the garden once a week 
in order to get the water a foot 
deep into the soil. Shallow rooted 
plants (caused by light daily 
waterings) have serious problems 
in times of severe heat and 
drought. Like now! 


Keep on mulching. Replenish as 
needed - use those grass clippings 
around all flower, vegetable and 
ornamental plants to conserve 
moisture, keep weeds down, and 
maintain even temperatures below 
soil level. 

Finally, if you are in touch with 
the, Man upstairs, pray for a good, 
long rain (two inches would be 
great!) preferably within the next 
10 days.

With 13 seconds remaining in the 
second overtime Tewksbury's 
Mike Jasilewicz scored the winning 
goal to defeat Wellesley, giving the 
Tewksbury BU-16 Div. II soccer 
team a state championship at the 
recent Tournament of Champions 
at UMass. Amherst. 

Tewksbury entered the 
tournament with an undefeated 
record of eight wins, no losses and 
oné tie. 

After their first victory in April, 
coach Pat Sands felt this team 
would go all the way to the finals at 
UMass. As the season continued 
Tewksbury became stronger and 
stronger. 

The defense, consisting of Jay

Tewksbury's first real test came 
when they faced Melrose with a 
similar undefeated record.

His reply, translated 
by William Arrowsmith, appears in 
excerpts here.

The Great Chief in Washington 
sends word that he wishes to buy 
our land, 

The Great Chief also sends us 
words of friendship and good will. 
This is kind of him, sincé we know 
that he has little need of our friend- 
ship in return. But we will consider 
your offer, for we know that if we 
do not sell, the white man may come 
with guns and take our land. 

How’can you buy or sell the sky, 


he warmth of the land? The idea is 


Strange to us. 
If we do not own the freshness of 
the air and the sparkle of the water, 


Chief's words still ring true 


how can you buy them? 

Every part of this earth is sacred 
to my people. Every shining pine 
needle, every sandy shore, every 
mist in the dark woods, every 
clearing and humming insect is holy 
in the memory and experience of 
my people, The sap which courses 
through the trees carries the 
memories of the red man. 

The white man's dead forget the 
country of their birth when they-go 
to walk among the stars. Our dead 
never forget this beautiful earth, for 
it is the mother of the red man, We 
are part of the earth and it is part of 
us. The perfumed flowers are our 
sisters; the deer, the horse, the great 
eagle, these are our brothers. The 
rocky crests, the juices in the 
meadows, the body heat of the pony, 
and man, all belong to the same 
family. 2 

So when the Great Chief in Wash- 
ington sends word that he wishes to 
buy our land, he asks much of us. 


The Great Chief. sends word that 


he will reserve a place so that we 


can live comfortably to ourselves. 
He will be our father and we will be 
his children. 

So we will consider your offer to 
buy our Jand. But it will not be easy. 
For this land is sacred tous. 

This shining water that moves in 
the streams and rivers is not just 
water but the blood of our an- 
cestors. If we sell you this land, you 
must remember that it is sacred, and 
you must teach your children that it 
is sacred, and that each ghostly 
reflection in the clear water of the 
lakes tells of events and memories in 
the life of my people. The water's 
murmur is the vojce of my father's 
father. ‘

Ainsworth Road is in North 
Wilmington. It has a history which 
might be told at this time. 

The Wilmington Planning Board 
is currently having discussions 
about the area and is listening to 
proposals. It is possible that other 
Wilmington officials may be 
interested, in the future. 

The road was named for Harry 
Ainsworth, a gentleman who was 
Chief of Police in Wilmington 
about half a century ago. 

It is part of an old railroad 
right-of-way. The railroad ran 
from Salem, Mass. to Lowell, and 
first ran in 1851. That railroad was 
an attempt by the people of Salem 
to catch up to Boston, as a seaport. 

Boston and Salem had been New 
England seaports for two cen- 
turies. The Boston and Lowell 
Railroad had been constructed 
about 1823. The bed of that 
railroad, in Wilmington is possibly 
the second oldest in the United 
States. The Baltimore & Ohio was 
running earlier and possibly the 
original road bed is no longer in 
use. 

Cotton was carried from the port 
of Boston to Lowell on the Boston 
& Lowell. Manufactured cloth was 
carried back to Boston, and 
shipped to many places. The water 
power in the falls of the 
Merrimack River made this 
possible. 

One of the men who worked on 
the construction of the Boston & 
Lowell was Asa Sheldon of 
Wilmington, He lived on Woburn 
Street near the home of Edmund 
Sargent. He was a contractor who 
worked on other railroads, and was 
an extraordinary person. He called 
himself, simply, -a "Wilmington 
Farmer." 

Asa wrote a book telling of his 
life, back about 1860, and he gave 
it that ue, "Wilmington Farmer," 
Several hundred volumes were 
printed in Woburn, and for the 
next half century every home in 
Wilmington had a copy. The 
Wilmington Women's Club had 
300 copies printed; back about 
1950, of which there are three 
copies in the Wilmington Library 

The book is plain and practical, 
and full of anecdotes about how he 
and others lived, back in the days 
before the Civil War. Railroad 
construction does not take too 
much space, even though he 
worked in the gonstruction of 
many railroads is cutting down 
of Pemberton Hill, in Boston is a 
better tale. It tells how he filled in a 
lot of the land along the Charles 
River, in Back Bay and other 
places, hauling the fill in ox carts. 

He had an interesting tale of how 
he forced the U.S. Marshall to pay 
rent for the space on Pemberton 
Hill on which he had erected 
gallows, for the hanging of pirates. 
The marshall did not want to pay, 
but Asa got his money. 

Anyway, about 1846 or so, the 
people of Salem were noticing how 
Boston was a busy place, with its 
cotton trade, and how Salem was 
doing nothing. They concluded 
they might offer an alternative port 
to that of Boston by constructing a 
Salem and Lowell Railroad. 

Asa took part in the planning. He 
tells in his book of going out onto 
the Hundred Acre Meadow, when

it was frozen, to look for a route 
for that railroad. That meadow is 
easterly of Jenks Bridge, on 
Woburn Street. The Ipswich River 
flows through it. 

Somehow he got stuck on (or in) 
that meadow. He does not fully 
explain how. He was rescued, he 
says, by a member of the Gowing 
family, a family who lived on what 
is now Park Street. 

The railroad was built, from 
Salem through North Reading, 
North Wilmington, and Tewks- 
bury, to. Lowell. It started in 1851 
and the last train (if memory is 
correct) was in 1923. At that time 
two Wilmington young ladies were 
using the train to attend the Salem 
Normal School and they probably 
were the only paying passengers. 

The only traffic stop in Wil- 
mington was on the farm of Dr 
Silas Brown, He had bought what 
had been the Harnden Tavern, and 
from there he practiced medicine 
in Wilmington and Tewksbury, 
and assisted escaped black men on 
their way to Canada. 

A small station was named 
"Brown's Crossing.” 

The Wilmington Water Depart- 
ment built its first pumping station 
near the station, and one of the 
original signs for the railroad 
station.may still be there. 

Where the railroad crossed the 
Shawsheen River, in Tewksbury 
was another railroad station, 
named Burt's Crossing. The Burt 
family dates back to the Colonial 
days in Wilmington and Tewks- 
bury. One of the family is today a 
professor in the University of 
Lowell. 

And, incidentally, the first person 
with whom Asa_ spoke in 
Wilmington, was a member of that 
family. That happened, it is to be 
believed, on Concord Street, where 
Asa showed Burt how to lay a 
certain stone in a stone wall. 

The Salem & Lowell Railroad 
had a right of way which was 15 
feet wide. For a single track 
railroad that was all that was 

“needed. 

Back about 30 years ago there 
was an event in Wilmington which 
will never be forgotten. Interstate 
Route 93 was constructed, and 
what happened to Wilmington 
should never have happened to any 
self-respecting community. 

The principal person in the tale 
was a "gravel merchant" who 
came, it is to be believed, from the 
State of Maine. It was he who

bought gravel hills, and provided 
"fill" for the construction of that 
highway. 

He paid no_attention to local 
bylaws. Town managers, select- 
men, and even the town counsel, 
the honorable Phillip Buzzell were 
powerless. That gravel merchant 
could not be stopped. 

Near what is. now Ainsworth 
Road was an area of gravel, under 
a nice maple forest. It all went to 
the construction of Route 125. In 
Wilmington one can inspect ponds 
off Salem Street and elsewhere 
where the gravel merchant 
wreaked his will. 

It was after 93 was constructed 
that a lady from the,Cape Anne 
area wanted to construct a 
manufacturing plant, in Wilm- 
ington, and needed about 10 acres. 
The then town manager and 
selectmen worked quietly, to sell 
land at the end of what is now 
Ainsworth Road. 

They sticceeded. The new place 
was constructed, But there was 
some sort of error in the zoning. 

The land was zoned residential, 
over which the cars and trucks for 
that business traveled, It was the 
old right-of-way. Also it was only 
15 feet wide. 

Bob Evans owned that right of 
way, and someone purchased it, 
presumably the selectmen. Some- 
one introduced an article in the 
town meeting to have that right of. 
way accepted as a,town highway, 
and it was so voted. The name was 
to be Ainsworth Road. 

Presumably everything was in 
good order. Somehow it was not. 
Rightly or wrongly, tradition says 
that the then town engineer was at 
fault in that he had failed to have 
the town meeting vote registered, 
in the Registry of Deeds. 
Ainsworth Road was just an old 
fashioned right of way. It still is. 
And there are other questions. 

The present owner is Bob Corey 
of Lowell. He picked up the 
Property in the 1960's for the taxes 
owed. Along with it came the 
gravel pits off Salem Street at the 
North Reading line. 

When the town took that latter pit 
as a wellfield, Corey sued the town 
and was awarded $45,000. The 
selectmen had forced him to post a 
lifeguard on the property after a 
drowning. To pay for that life- 
guard, he charged for parking. 
And shortly thereafter, the town 
took the land. Corey sued for the 
loss of his parking business, and 
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won, 

He has been trying to develop the 
Ainsworth Road property for 
many years, and many proposals 
have been shot down by the town. 
The Water Department claims to 
own a parcel of land in the middle 
of Corey's land. The primary 
problem, though, is access. You 
cannot build a road to an industrial 
subdivision through a residential 
area. Corey's land has frontage 
along Route 125, which is a limited 
access highway. His only means of 
access is Ainsworth Road. P 

Corey has sued the town for $10 
million over the matter of the town 
providing sewers for nearby 
industries but for not his land, and 
for claims that the town flooded his 
land. That case has been in court 
for a few years now. 

A shack was constructed on the 
property which is now being 
discussed. It was big enough to be a 
barn, but it was a shack. Things 
happened for which there is no 
accounting, including, right or 
wrong, the supposed burial of trash 
in the area. 

The Planning Board (and perhaps 
Others) are going to have a lot of 
material, to discuss. 

And, if someone wishes, he can 
say that Asa started it,
